The Means of Victory. 


Mr. Montagu’s statement yesterday on 
the work of the Ministry of Munitions sup- 
plies the key to our understanding of the 
revolution in the war situation which this 
spring and summer have witnessed. We 
are now issuing in France every week as 
much as the whole pre-war stock of 
ammunition in the country. Every four 
days we produce as much heavy howitzer 
ammunition as we produced in twelve 
months in 1914-15. The monthly output 
of big guns is twice as great as the whole 
number of such guns which were in exist- 
ence when the Ministry of Munitions was 
established. The marvellous progress 
which has been made is illustrated from 
another angle by Mr. Montagu’s welcome 
announcement that we have now ceased to 
obtain light shells from the United States, 
and that we shall soon be able to dispense 
with American shells altogether. What 
that means in point of economy, apart 
from other considerations scarcely less im- 
portant, may be gathered from the fact 
that the cost of ohe of the ninety-five 
national shell factories which have been 
established is completely covered in from 
six to twelve months by the difference in 
the cost of output compared with the 

rice of imported munitions. The new 

inister of Munitions, however, is not 
satisfied. He dogs not propose to be satis- 
fied “until our Army is able to maintain 
indefinitely an offensive along the whole 
of our line.” With the assurance that, 
if the munition workers continue to play 
their part, there is no fear that the great 
offensive in France will be brought to a 
premature conclusion by shortage of 


at least an equality in gun power, coupled 
with the fighting superiority of the in- 
fantry of the New Armies, has already 
achieved. © We printed yesterday a om- 
tour plan of the front in Picardy, together 
with an explanatory article from an 
authoritative source. Our troops have 
fought their way, foot by foot, up some 
three miles of irregularly rising ground, 
barred at short intervals by the most for- 
midable defensive obstacles; and the first 
objective of their efforts is now virtually 
attained. 

Because, for the present, the tactics of 
organised pushes on a spectacular scale are 
in suspense, the significance of the scat- 
tered fighting which has been going on 
now for some days may easily be missed. 
Its significance resides in this fact: that, 
except. for a short stretch between High 
Wood and Delville Wood, the crest of the 
commanding ridge of this countryside of 
Picardy is now everywhere in our hands. 
Much of it has been gained by relatively 
small local operations; in which our losses 
have not been heavy: But the gain of all 
of it has been made, possible, in the last 
analysis, by the work of the guns ; and, if 
our infantry are new able to overlook the 
plain of Bapaume, the thanks, as the King 
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is, in some ts, even 


more remarkable than the achievement of 


Great Britain. The elements of the in- 


try. 
in Europe. She was confronted with a 
problem different’ not merely in degree, 
but in kind, from that of the other Allies. 
She had not only to create almost de novo 
& munitions industry. The utmost she 
could do in this respect must, in a country 
so backward in industrial development, 
have been far from adequate to her 
needs. She had also to expand and, in- 
deed, transform her equally backward 
communications to receive and forward 
to the front the guns and ‘shells with 
which she was supplied from the west by 
Great Britain and the United States, and 
from the east by Japan. Of her almost 
incredible success in these directions her 
expulsion from the whole of their fortified 
front of the Austro-German Armies which 
& year ago she was pawerless to resist 
bears emphatic witness. 

We must, however, bear in mind the 
appalling difficulties under which she has 
laboured in developing her munitions 
supply, and the limitations which those 


difficulties still impose upon her,’ in esti- 


mating the prospects of the eastern cam- 
paign. The victories which have just cul- 
minated in the retreat of the last Austro- 
German army to hold its winter ground, 
General von Bothmer’s centre, have been 
victories won. by forces which rely chiefly 
on the mobility of their infantry against 
forces which rely chiefly on the weight of 
their heavy artillery. In a grand series 
of linked operations the Russian theory, 
as opposed to the German theory, has 
proved its superiority. . But in a par- 
ticular operation, such as the pursuit and 
atterapted envelopment of General von 
Bothmer, certain obvious advantages be- 
long to the defending party. His 
lines of retreat are restricted and con- 
gested, and he has lost heavily in prisoners 
and guns. He will be able to extricate 
himself, however, provided that his flanks 
ean hold out long enough to avoid being 
driven in on his rear and communications. 
In such a stand of his flanks his 


Vsuperiority in héavy artillery, posted on 


good successive positions of defence, will 
be invaluable. It is probable that he will 
succeed in extricating himself, though not 
without serious loss. We may expect that, 
while the Russians’ superiority in num- 
bers and manceuvre will enable them to 
press back the enemy in general, the 
superiority which the Austro-Germans 
still retair. in artillery will enable them 
for the present to avert disaster to any 
particular army in the course of the re- 
treat—unless such a disaster should be 
precipitated by a collapse of Austrian 
‘moral. In the case of Italy, similarly, 
the factor of munitions supply has to be 
taken inte account. Much injustice has 
been done to her past efforts because the 
importance of this factor has been im- 
perfectly appreciated. We are apt to 
forget thai, although a part of Northern 
Italy is highly industrialised, the country 
is chiefly agr.cultural. She, also, has had 
to perform an _ industrial revolution, 
seconded by the efforts of Great Britain 
to supply her needs, Italy.has failed 
hitherto to break the Anstrian defences 
because her gallant infantry lacked suffi- 
cient artillery preparation and support. 
Her victory at Gorizia has been won by a 
new type of trench mortar,. capable of 
throwing a heavy project‘le several 
hundred yards, which has been employed 
because the manufacture of heavy guns in 
sufficient quantity is as yet beyond her 
industrial capacity. We must not expect 
her, any more than Russia, to win easy 
victories with inadequate means. All the 
Allies have still to rise to the full height 
of the output and expenditure of muni- 
tiofis which are the essentials of victory.

Land for Soldiers. 


In the early hours of yesterday morning 
the House of Commons finished the Com- 
mittee stage of the Small Holdings Colo- 
nies Bill. To-day the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland is to be asked whether it is 
intended to apply the Bill to Ireland. 
The Bill itself answers the question in the 
first instance. It does not apply to Ire- 
land. The Government has shown no in- 
tention of making it applicable. The 
Bill gives effect, in the main, to the re- 
commendations of Sir Harry Verney's 
Committee, which was appointed to inquire 
into the matter of land settlement for dis- 
charged soldiers and sailors. - That Com- 
mittee was not concerned with Ireland. 
We take the question, however, in a wider 
sense. Has the Government considered 
the provision of a similar scheme for Ire- 
land? Why is it that we have heard 
nothing yet of any Government plans for 
Ireland in that direction? Are Irish 
soldiers who, like English and Scottish 
soldiers, may wish to settle on the land in 
their own country to be denied equal privi- 
leges? The Treasury is financing the 
schemes in England and Scotland. We 
think that a proportionate sum should be 
given to Ireland for a similar purpose, 
which is—fully as much as the benefit of 
men who have served their country well— 
the encouragement of agricultural develop- 
ment. Many of the recommendations of 
the Verney Committee apply with equal 
force to Ireland. The Committee was ap- 
pointed because the public recognised that 
many men who had left offices to join the 
New Armies would never again settle to 
sedentary work. A large number of them 
will aim at once for the Colonies, and Sir 
Rider Haggard, who has returned recently 
from a tour of the Dominions, reports that 
the Dominion Governments are willing to 
give them a warm welcome and, almost 
without exception, to give them special 
facilities. England, however, does not 
want to lose all these men, for those who 
were fit and spirited enough to throw up 
their old pursuits and offer their services— 
and, for that matter, their lives—for Eng- 
land's sake were, ipso facto, the best of her 
sons. Men are wanted for the land, and 
the object with which the Verney Com- 
mittee was appointed was the working out 


of a plan by which men might be attracted 


to the land, the new tastes of the returned 
soldiers met, and, incidentally, the 
problem of providing &nitable occupation 
for the partially disabled reduced. The 
Committee recommended the establishment , 
of farm colonies, 2,000 acres or se in ex- 
tent, to be laid out in small holdings. 
The Committee came to the conclusion 
that the type of holding which, on the 
whole, was likely to be the most suitable 
for men with little or no previous ex- 
perience of agriculture was that devoted to 


fruit and market-garden crops. We think it) the

d that small holdings of that 


both useful and profitable in 
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—imported 15,000, of fresh 
market-garden produce ought to find an 
ample market. It is pointed out that the 
acquisition of suitable land for colonies in 
Ireland need not cross the path of the 
existing machinery for the breaking up of 
estates, for the most suitable land ‘would 
be demesne land, which is reserved from 
distribution. A strong case exists, on 
grounds both of justice to Iréland and her 
soldiers, and of expediency in connection 
with the internal food supply of the 
United Kingdom, for the application to 
Ireland of provisions parallel with those 
of the Small Holdings Colonies Bill. We 
“hope that this vase will be presented 
effectively to the Government. 


Exit Mr. Billing. 


Mr. Justice Bailhache’s Committee, 
which was appointed to inquire into the 
administration of the Royal Flying Corps, 
has issued a special interim report with 
reference to the charges of criminal negli- 
gence made against the higher command 
by Mr. Pemberton Billing. The Com- 
mittee disposes of the charges in a manner 
which is, we think, convincing, and it 
condemns Mr. Billing’s expressions as “ an 
abuse of language and entirely unjustifi- 
able.” It might well have censured Mr. 
Billing even more severely. The issue of 
an interim report relating solely to his 
allegations is excused on the ground of the 
public anxiety which was created by them. 
With the facts of the various cases before 
us in this report, we recall Mr. Billing’s 
conduct. He got into Parliament on the 
strength of his condemnation of the 
management of the air services. His per- 
formances in the House were highly spec- 
tacular, and his sweeping allegations 
culminated in his charge of criminal negli- 
gence against the heads of the services. 
The oniy course open to the Government, 
after such a statement, was to appoint a 
Committee of Inquiry, and it was 
obviously right that the Committee should 
include a judicial member. Then came 
Mr. Billing’s refusal to appear before the 
Committee, because he did not approve its 
constitution. When he saw that he had 
made a false move there he went before the 
Committee. He made a long statement, 
the gteater part of which was admitted as 
evidence only through the extreme indulg- 
ence of the Committee, and could not be 
deemed to be evidence in the-proper sense 
of the word. When asked to be precise 
he was usually only “ smart.”’ His state- 
ments were nearly all of the most general 
kind, and the report shows themeto have 
been almost wild. He was singularly un- 
happy in regard to the securing of evi- 
dence in support from officers of the air 
services. His cregit as a critic collapses the 
moment his charges are put to the test, 
His success in obtaining a majority of 
votes in East Herts and a wide popular 
acclaim, and in ruffling the House of 
Commons, is a curious incident in recent 
politics.

LONDON CORRESPONDENCE.

State secrets are much better kept than 
I suppose I hear as many 
rumours as most people, but I have never 
heard a whisper of the King’s intention 
to visit the front again, and I was quite 
surprised when the official news of the 
visit came in to-night. It is fom 
factéry since it proves that His y 
has now quite recovered from the effects 
infortunate accident that ‘befell 
the end of 1915. I 

The Prime Minister was not present, 
durin~ the question hour in the House of 
Commons this afternoon, and the fact was 
not surprising, for only two questions 
stood om the Order Paper add to 
him. *Both were answered by the War, 
Office. In all, the questions to-day num- 
bered only forty-seven. It would be 
wrong, I am afraid, to suppose that mem- 
bers have taken to beart the invitation to 
restrain their curidsity. The compara- 
tively few questions are due to the fact 
that the House is closed on Friday and 
Saturday, and members, therefore, cannot 

lace so many notices on the paper. 
Leserday one hundred and seventy ques- 
tions were handed in to the Clerk at the 
table, and to-morrow’s list will probably 
number something like one hundred and 
fifty. 

I went into the House of Lords this 
afternoon in the hope of hearing Lord 
Grey of Falloden make his maiden speech 
in that assembly, as Lord Sydenham had 
a question addressed to him with regard 
-to German submarine outrages. 0 
Sydenham duly made his speech,’ but Lord 
Grey did not put in an appearance, and 
the answer of the Government, postponing 
a discussion on the ground that this im- 

rtant matter was one which must be 

iscugsed with our Allies, was delivered 
by Lord Crewe. 

Considering the Government Registra- 
tion Bill, as outlined by the Prime 
Minister, the Unionist War Committee— 
Sir Edward Carson in the chair—came to 
the conclusion that the measure was one 
needing toO much examination to be 
accepted before the recess. After second 
reading to-morrow, in which it is likely to 
receive considerable criticism, the measure 
will be hung up until Parlament meets 
again. The view of the Committee is that 
the measure is marred by serious com- 
plications and deficiencies. An example 
of the latter is pointed to in the fact that, 
while it aims at securing the vote to a 
great many men who would otherwise lose 
it, it provides no means of enabling such 
men to record their votes. In the case, 
for instance, of soldier or sailor electors 
on duty at home. nothing is said as to how 
their participation in any election is to be 
secured if they are absent from the con- 
stituencies in which they are registered. 
Si:mular criticism arises in regard to muni- 
tion workers, but in a less degree, because 
it is reckoned that they would be better 
able to pay travelling expenses. 

It is understood that the party whips 
of the House of Commons are prepared to 
keep a House until Tuesday next, but 
there is still a faint hope that business 
may be wound up during the present 
week. Negotiations ) 
place behind the scenes between a Go- 
vernment representative and some of those 
members who were threatening to keep the 
House sitting. The result wiil be seen in 
the second reading of the Registration 
Bill to-morrow. After that it is probable 
that business will be rushed through both 
Houses at express speed, and a Friday and 
a Saturday sitting might easily be 
arranged, i 

Sir Edward and Lady Carson will spend 
a great part of the recess at the seaside 
resort in Kent to which they have of late 
been frequent visitors. Among other 
activities after the recess Sir Edward in- 
tends to ask the Government for an oppor- 
tunity to move his resolution in favour of 
consulting our Allies on a concerted policy 
for exacting reparation for Germany's 
barbarous outrages during the war. 

The Government were in great danger of 
defeat in the early hours of this morning 
over the clause in the Bill requiring regis- 
tration of war charities which exempts 
Ire'and. Only strong personal appeals 
from Mr. Brace, the Under-Secretary of 
the Home Department, who was in charge 
of the measure, prevented a perilous divi- 
sion. The clause, which had been in- 
serted at the instance of the Irish Office, 
was defended by Mr. T. W. Russell, who 
was bitterly attacked by some of the Red- 
mondite members. ‘1 understand that 
steps will be taken. for including Ireland 
while the Bill is before the Lords, or, if 
that is not done, the Government promise 
that a special measure shall be passed 
for the purpose. 

The Chief Secretary has found it con- 
venient. to return to London to-morrow. 
In connection with the Dublin Reconstruc- 
tion Bill he will be urged from the 
Unionist benches to accept a provision 
ensuring compensation to the relatives and 
dependents of. innocent persons who were 
killed during the rebellion while assisting 
the authorities or otherwise. 

Mr. Montagu amd Mr. Lloyd George had 
amazingly interesting tales to tell in the 
House of Commons this afternoon on the 
work of the Ministry of Munitions. The 
manner in which that hastily organised 
department has grappled with the tre- 
mendous difficulties that confronted this 
country in the opening of 1915 is really 
one of the romances of this war. First of 
all, we are now turning out 2,650 heavy 
shells for every one we manufactured in 
September, 1914. Compared with June, 
1915, the average weekly production of 
heavy shells was twenty-two times greater. 
The Minister of Munitions put the figures 
in another way when he said that in 
respect of eighteén-pounder ammunition 
we now produced in three weeks the total 
output of twelve months, 1914-15. In 
respect of field howitzers the output of 
those months was now produced in two 
weeks, and in respect of heavy shells in 
four days. ‘So far as heavy guns were 
concerned, we are now turning out in a 
month the equivalent of the total supply 
at the time the Ministry was instituted. 

Mr. Lloyd George boldly closed with the 
critics of the new department. A lot of 
the so-called criticism he described as 
“snapping,” and right. courageously he 
faced the Socialist and Syndicalist mem- 
bers of the Labour Party. He declared 
that they ought to rejoice at the revolution 
that had been worked with regard to the 
treatment and payment of women. He 
declared that the» grievance was the 
absence of a grievance. Women had never 
earned so much as they were earning now 
at munition works. Indeed, he went so 
far as to say that the women did not com- 
Eo: the complaints were manufactuared 
or them. Mr. Lloyd George did not 
attempt to su t that we Rad reached 
our maximum effort, but he saw that by 
the end of the year we should be able to 
spare more munitions for our gallant 
Allies. 

There was one portion of Mr. George's 
speech which lifted the veil a little that 
hung last year over the conduct of the 
great war. He disclosed that we were 
not the only people who made mistakes. 
When he thought of the chances last year 
which the Germans did not take, he was 
full of eratitude, When the Germans
